FiNDLAY, O.. April l. -.ToBoph I.ytlf, 
the fiend \.lio crushed t)ie Hk\ills of liif 
wifp and iwo dangViters Wednesdiiy. 
paid the av al penalty yesterday moru 
ing. He > M taken from the jail by a 
mesksd mob, about 1 o'clock, and 
lynched, his body being riddled with 
bulletin 

The mob formed nettr tlie jiiil and 
nombered only about twenty-five int-n, 
but before the mob was ready for 
action, it h vd Bwelli il to nearly 1 ,(XK). 
They inarche<l to the jail and demanded 
the keys of the sheriff. Thi.s was re 
fused, and the mol) proreeded to batter 
down the doors of the jail with a heavy 
prteol drill nsed in boring giw wells. 

Meanwhile the mob outside kept 
shouting for those inside to "bring him 
ou t." 

When the mob appsared at the door 
with Lytle • about of snco uwig siasst 

went np. 

Lj'tle was game, but had nolliiiig to 
■ay. Once the mob got him outuide the 
jail he w;is in nwlwrt toward tki' Main 

street bridge. 

The police were present and saw wliat 
wa.s going on, l)nt no atiempt was made 
to stop the work of the mob. 

When the mob reached the bridge 
Oflicer Bums l)oldly i)u.siie(l his way 
into the crowd and made a hard .struggle 
t« quiet the clamors of I hu mob or tret 
the doomed man out of their clutches. 
He fought them for fully five minutes, 
but as soiu'' members threw out the 
rope and tossed it over Uie iron girders 
at the top of the bridge the crowd 
seemed to g''ther force, and Burns vv-as 
overpowered and comi)elled to stand 
back. 

Some further time was si>ent in trying 
to quiet the crowd, who kept up a con- 
tinual series of yells. Finally some one 
climbed up the iion frame of the bridge, 
and shifted the roj)e over to the midiUe 
of the roadway and then another yell 
went up, and "further time was sjjeut iv 
getting tl>e rojHj around Lvlle's neck 
and iu binding his hands. "When this 
was done one liundred hands grasped the 
end.uf the rui>e, aad in a mouuoit tue 
body was raibOu peikMM fOWT wSSt fnrrfi 
the jfround. 

Then some one tired a revolver, and 
the bullet cut the rope, letting Lytle 
fall to the ground. 

The end of the n)pe wfis seized and 
the mob. with a big shout, started 
aouth. They went to the corner of 
Front street, and there, in frout of 
Stevens' pawn-broker store, the rope 
was thrown over one of the iron spikes 
as used as steps on a telegraph pole. 
S)iiie memlier of the mob climbed up 
and fi.x^d tlic r;i;)c. but did not take it 
up very high, so that when the end of 
the rope was again palled the body 
rested only a •Mtplt ^ fSStfNmIhe 
ground. 

After it had hung a minute or two, 
there were cries of "bum the body,' 
but to this tuere were a hundred noes 
For a minute or two there seemed to Imj 
alall, as if no on& knew what to .0 
next. The end of the rope was tin n 
tied around the base of the pole, and a 
cry sent up "to put some bullets in 
him." In an instant a dozen shotH were 
fired and following one another. It is 
■aid that there iran sIxMS BSkl holes 
in the body. 

Probably 800 people remained around 
the spot out of curiosity until W o'clock, 
at whidi time Coroner Howell arrived 
and ordered the body cat down. This 
was done, and it was ttkSB tO ttsllhls 
undertaking rooms. 

The coroner has not determined whto 
he will hold an inquest. 

Dr. McLachlln, one of the physicians 
in attendaooe nbon Mrs. 8arah Lytle, 
Delia Ljrtle md Emma Lytle, says th.-t 
there is a good prospect that they wotild 
recover. Their injaries are of a very 
serious character, and it is too early to 
q)eak confidentiallv. but every present 
symptom ia favorable, and there is all 
occasion to hope (or the best l%e 
patients are resting nicely. Many sup- 
posed at first that Delia was dead, and 
Mrs. Lytle conld not recover. This re- 
port was eiroolated through the mob at 
the jail, and was probably set in motioQ 
for a parpuee. There was no 
whatever for the story.

They Am Said to KxUt In Chleago, New 
York aad Beaton. 
CraCAOO, April i;— "There is a dy- 
namite school here in Chicago," said a 

prominent labor officer, who came here 
several weeks ago to assist in the settld 
inent of a strike which was in progiess. 
He contiiiiK (1. savs a morning paper: 
"There is al d on ■ in Boston and another 
iu New York. The information came 
to me from a source which is absolutely 
reliable and was unsought and nndo- 
sired on my part. The matter came up 
in a discussion r)f the (juestion whether 
or not it is iie( rs-ai y l.r labor organiza- 
tions to em|iloy physical force in order 
to carry on t he struggle for shorter hoars 
of lalKjr and better pav — in other 
words a larger share of the profits of 
laV^>r. My informant was a believer 
in physical force and held the doctrine 
that the thorough organization ot 
labor and the discovery of dynaini»t? 
v.-ere thf; two things which would event- 
ually bring about the equalization of 
the protits of labor between the em- 
ployer and employe. He claimed that 
the great mass of men who produce the 
wealth which eventually drifts into the 
hands of the few were always surround- 
ed and awed by legalized force, and if 
the laborer did not meet force wi h 
force his condition must gradually sink 
until he would become a slave, I^' 
claiiiied that to offset the elabonate "s- 
tablishments of armed civil and military 
forces which capital hjia set up dyna 
mite offeie<l a simple and effect' 'e 
weapon to the unorganized masses 
Claiming that a few of the advanced 
thinkers in this hil)or reform movement 
had recognized the importance of train- 
ing up a tn <ted few in the use of dyna- 
mite as an offensive weapon they had 
established the school referred to, ai.d 
he offered to back ap hia asssrtina by 
taking me to th« IkMtoii eatablla* 
ment."'

PASSED THE SENATE. 



The Separate Coach Bill Goes 
^ *ThrmiiliBjraVol*of 
.18 to 10. 



tht Hou8« Pasifls the MvMiirt to 
Make Toll-roads Froe to 0«r> 
tain Parties. 



The State Senate reeumed conflideration 
yeeterday momiog of the bill requiring 
railroad companies to provide jwparate 
coaches for colored people. 

The-XladMqr -eniendMMife/^iilltoli pro- 
vides that a compart luciit of a car sliall 
be considered a separate coach witliin the 
meaning of Uie act was adk>|MM. 

Seni^or Nepaun's two amendments 
were also adopted, perfecting the langui^{e 
of the fcAll,iliidlllr. Breckinridge's amend- 
ment to insnre equal aooommodatioufor 
tiie colored was also adopted. 

The bill then passed by a vote of 18 to 
10. Senators Mulligan, Newman, McCain 
'and May voted with the-.Bepoblicans 
against it. A motion to ta])le a motion to 
reconsider was adopted by the same vote. 

The bill now goes to the Rbuse, where 
it Will likely be adopted also. 

The bill fixes a penalty of from 1500 to 
•i^WO for a fannre to eotnply with ks 
provinions. The condiictoPH or managera 
on all railroads shall have power, and are 
r^oiiedto anign each passenger to his or 
her respective car or coach or compart- 
mtnt. If the car is divided, and should 
any paasenger refuse to ooonpy the car, 
coach or compartment to which he or she 
may be aasigncd by the conductor or 
manager, Haid conductor or manager shall 
have the right to refuse to carry such pas- 
senger on his train ; and for such refusal, 
tbe.mana}:er, conductor OT, company shall 
not be liable for damage in any court. 

Any conductor or manager on any rail- 
road, who filial! fail or refuse to carry out 
the proviaiooa above shall upon convic- 
tion, tie fbied not lees than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each 
offense. The provisions of this act tiuS^ 
not apply to emp%M of railroads, or 
persons employed ai noiMs, or officers 
in charge of priaoneiB. 

In the House Thursday morning 
Speaker Moore announced the committee 
to investigate the charges against Repre- 
^entntive Mclnerny. It is composed of 
Representatives Thomas U. Shanks, 
Thomas 8. Pettit, B. B. Hensly, Berry 
Howard and W. J. Hissem. 
; The House passed the bill to make toll 
roads free to ministers of the gospel in 
prosecution of their occupation, pupils 
going to and from schools, and people 
going to and from church on Sunday. 

An effort was made in the .'Senate to 
leooasider the attorneys' bill so as to get 
In aa e mendm a n t to In c ieaee the feei of* 
county attorneys, hut failed.

A Valuable Steamer Burned at 
Olnolwuitl aad Sawcnl 
IdTes Were Lioet.

Cincinnati, April 1.— The steamer 
Golden Bole was totally destroyed by 
fire Thursday a f ternoon, and with it 

the Big Bandy wharf biit. both of 
which were loaded witli tmis freight. 
The deck hands first dwc')vere<l tlie 
blaze at 4:20. The tire started amid- 
ship at the fire doors of the boilers, where 
it is said some coal oil was stored, ready 
for shipment. In a flash they luid been 
communicated to the mbbish, and from 
thence to the lighter freight. 

In twenty minutes the whole struc- 
ture was enveloped in a seething, roar- 
ing mass of fixe. .As there was a large 
consigament M fteight aboard, and a 
number of pa s se n gers, the boat was not 
immediately released from the wharf. 
By reason of thia thewb^rfboat was 
soon ablaze, and hstoie the Bii depart- 
ment, which was summoned as hastily 
as possible, could do anything, was also 
doomed. . 

The burning boat soon broke loose 
from its mooring aad slatlsd |» drift 
helplessly down tiie slNMi, aM aeon 
sank. 

It wai iMued at first tiiat a number of
